A New Bulldlngr Is Urgently Needed— 
The Progress at thl!i School along 
Educational and Industrial Lines Is 
Very EncouraiilnB"Mlnor Notes.

The attendance at the scliool 
this year lias taken a big jump. 
Many applications for admisBion, 
too, have l)een refused for no otiier 
reason tlian tiiat tlierc is no room 
Principal Jenkins and the other 
ofllcials liave been in a quandary 
how to crowd in any more. Ail 
the available space has been 
utilized. The boys' reading; room, 
has been turned into a class room, 
the girls' sitting room and the 
parlor adjoining the matron's 
apartments have been converted 
into sleeping dormitories. 

Principal Jenkins has laid the 
matter before the Board of Educa- 
tion who will no doubt appeal to 
the Legislature for an appropria- 
tion for ineroase<l accommodations. 
This must moan one of (wo things, 
either to make additions to the 
present old and worthless buildings 
or to put up an entirely new 
structure. 

I hardly think the Board would 
recommend the former proposition, 
and as to the latter, it would be 
far more economical to put up a 
handsome hcIiooI buihiing large 
enough to accommodate between 200 
to 300 pupils, besides it would be 
keeping up with other progr<«ssive 
8tates who spend large sums of 
money for the care and education 
of their deaf. 

The progress of the pupils this 
year is very encouraging. The 
gymnasium work under the direc- 
tion of competent instructors suited 
to the sex, is doing tiie boys and 
girls a world of good. 

Great strides have been made in 
kindergarten work, and Principal 
Jenkins is unusually enthusiastic. 
Mrs. I^orter's methods are Identical 
to those used at the Rochester 
School, which has so successful ly 
and ingeniously adapted Froehel's 
system to the requirements of deaf- 
mute children. 

It seems that there nn) a good 
many people in Trenton who never 
knew there was such a thing as a 
school for deaf-mutes, even in their 
own city. For instance, a Gernuin 
deaf-mute woman has lived within 
two blocks of the school and never 
knew the school existed until re- 
cently, when she h)st no time in 
making a visit to the school. The 
result is that she became acquaint- 
ed with other deaf residents of the 
city, and is now married to a (4er- 
man deaf-mut«i shoemaker named 
W<>isH, who has a little shop and 
makes a <-omfortable living at his 
trade. 

The other is a woman thirty-six 
years old, who became deaf when 
she was aiiout two jears of age. 
Iler relatives, although living in 
the city ever sinc«> th»i school was 
opouo<I, thirteen years ago, never 
knew there was a school for the 
deaf, and so the unfortunate was 
allowed to grow up in ignorance. 
It was only a week or two ago that 
the brother of the girl found out 
about the .school, lie is an in- 
suiance agent, and called at the 
house of Mr. and Mrs. G. S. Porter 
on his tour after new recruils. 
When tlie fact was revealed to him 
that the big building across the 
street was a school for the deaf, he 
was surprised, and began to tell 
ftbont his pior, uneducated sister, 
who was in every respects the same 
as any other »>erson ex('ept that she 
could not read or write, and that 
she was to a groat extent shut out 
from the social enjoyment of other 
people. 

Can anything be more pitable. 

It has occurred tome that if there 
was a sign board placed at the 



entrance to the grounds, there 
would be no excuse for any one in 
future to allow a deaf-mute to grow 
up without being given the advan- 
tages of an education. 

For the first time in the annals 
of the school there was no Christ- 
mas vacation. This change was 
brought about from the fact that 
when pupils are allowed to go homo 
they run great risks of bringing 
some contagious disease back with 
them, thus spreading it among the 
other pupils, causing a general set- 
back to the whole school. And, 
too, pupils often do not return 
proni|)tly, which is a source of great 
annoyance. School work went 
right oii as usual, but the pupils 
had a very pleasant Christmas, 
each receiving a present of some 
kind. 

Principal Jenkins is a very en- 
thusiastic wheelman, and the only 
one of the teachers who uses his 
wheel for locomotion whe>i the 
ground is covered with snow. 
Nearly every teacher and officer in 
the school has a wheel, and as the 
roads in the immediate vicinity are 
among the b<?st in the city, thej' 
enjoy the delights of the wheel to 
their heart's content. 

The library has been increased 
by the addition of a large number 
of books this year, and Librarian 
Lloyd has boon kept bu.sy after his 
school duties cataloguing them. 
A library well stocked with books 
is one of Principal Jenkins' highertt 
aims. 

Prof. Lloyd has joined the Pills- 
bury National Correspondence 
Chess Association, and is at present 
engaged in a tournament for the 
Association prize. Mr. Lloyd is 
able to bold his own with experts, 
as his past games given in the 
Silent Worker would indicate. As 
a nieans of recreation, chess and 
wheeling finds favor with him. 

Tlis wife, who was a Miss Brear- 
ley, is an excellent entertainer and 
is capable of getting up a dinner 
fit for a king. About twenty-fivt> 
guests sat down to their Christmas 
dinner, which she managed with 
her usual rare skill. By the way, 
one of her sistere has been appoint- 
ed priiu;ipal of (he New Hamilton 
Avenue School near the Institution, 
and her other married sister, Mrs. 
Stevenson, who many former 
pupils of the Fanwootl and New 
Jersey Schools will doubtless re- 
member, is one of the most 
influental women in the borough. 
Mrs. Stev nson's husband is a 
prosperous coal merchant, and they 
liave a cozy home and four lovely 
children to brighten life's path- 
way. 

Among the jolly good fellows of 
Trenton's silent population is 
P'rances Purcell. He has steady 
employment in Ex-Mayor Hewitt's 
wire mill, and is generally liked by 
all his brother workmen.

The State of Wisconsin ofTers to 
all industrious people desiring a 
home, opportunilies that not only 
are unexcelled by any state on the 
continent, hut, all things consider- 
ed, are unequalled.

It is not n boat to hidd 
ice as its name miftht Imply, but 
something with which one can sail 
<iii l<!e with absidtlle safety, as the 
inventor claims. It seems par- 
ticularly useful in testing the 
strength of ice, for, in case of n 
break in the ice, the rider will find 
hiniscdf safe in a boat InsU^ad of in 
ehilly waters. For this reason it 
eommends ilself to timid persons 
an<l others who may wish to ride on 
iee with a feeling of safety. If the 
invention sufTieiently before the 
public eye were ho might reap a pe- 
cuniary benefit. As far as wo 
know he has made no spe<dal ef- 
forts in that direcHon. Whether 
he lacks the (capital or "push" to 
aceomplish it, we are also unable to 
say. But in either case he should 
try to get helf> t" bomn bis Inden- 
tion.

sary for tho teacher to apply his 
mouth close to the transmitter, tho 
pupils have ft full view of his facial 
exjrresslon and lip nrovenrents, 
which is not the case when he has 
to direct his attention and his voice 
into the mouth of speaking tube or 
trumpet."

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There is no habit that, young 
people can acquire that is likely to 
be HO valuable to them in every 
relation of life a.stlie habit of being 
exact. IndefiniteneHS in a crying 
fault of youth. It is an easy thing 
to get into slipshod habits of 
thought and work. Such work may 
be brilliant, but unless work is 
directed toward a delinite i)urp()He 
it is valueless, -^rhought that aj)- 
pears ill brilliant flashes is as uschiss 
for guidance as I lie light of a jacK- 
o'-lantern. A beacon-light must be 
steady and certain. The value of 
a fixed, definite, purjMwe in life, 
steadily adhered txj, cannot l)e 
overestimated. It. is the secret 
of success, and so fully is this 
recognized that some one has 
defined genius merelj' as the i)ower 
of persistence. He who has ability 
to maintain a fixed purpose in 
sj)ite disappointments and ap- 
parent failures, must, in the' end, 
win, if he is guided by honor and 
truth. 

Exact habits are best formed 
in youth. It is next to im[)o.ssible 
for a man or woman who luis grown 
up in " happy-go-lucky" habits of 
work to turn back and learn to 
Ije exact. Parents often excuse 
ina<!cura<!y and careless ways in 
children on account of their youth. 
It is a great mistake to do this. 
While -youth cannot be justly 
burdened with the cares of age, 
yet whatever a young person is 
called on to do should be accurate- 
ly d(me. The cf)nimon habit of 
iU'quiring a smatt«Ting of tnany 
things shoiibV be discourage<i as a 
voice. It is far belter for the

The habit of giving simple, 
ac(rura1e information, is a rare and 
valuable one. Not one pf^rson in 
ton can give definite, clear 
directions, on any staled subje(!t of 
which they have full knowledge. 
Vet this is a habit which success- 
ful business men are compelled (o 
acquire. The traineil specinlist in 
!iny bninch of art or scitiiice is 
chi.'fiy valuable because he has 
I(«arned to cryslalize his informa- 
tion and re<luce it from vaporous 
theory to something that can be 
made [iraotical. From the earliest 
cliildhoofl <'hjldren can be tau^dit 
to be exact and clear. This is the 
chief value of th<; kindergarten 
system, and it should b(! supple- 
mented by home training for the 
same object. Children wlio loarn 
to know what they are taught 
cl(!)irly and definitely will liave 
nothing to unlearn, no superstitions 
;ind false ifleas to eoirect, when 
I hey reach maturer years. An 
early training in definite, correct 
methods of work, has trained the 
miiKl as well as the hand, so that 
the small student from these schools 
is at once ready to enter the paths 
of higher knowledge by a royal 
rr)ad. — fC.r.
